EDITORIAL NOTES - 


Breeders’ Futurity 

HE condition book for the seven-day meeting 

of Churchill Downs, Inc., (subsidiary to the 
American Turf Association) at Churchill Downs, 
Louisville, to open October 20 and to close Octo- 
ber 27, came from the printer October 13, but it 
contains no mention of the Breeders’ Futurity. 
The book calls for eight races daily, a total of 56, 
of which 47 have $500 added. The others have 
$600 or $800 added, with the exception of the 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes (15th running), 
$5,000 added, for 2-year-olds, one mile, to be de- 
cided on the closing day. 

The failure of the American Turf Association 
to announce the Breeders’ Futurity for decision 
at Churchill Downs on October 20 is a distinct 
disappointment to Kentucky horsemen generally, 
and to the owners of eligibles to that event par- 
ticularly. In as much as the race had been trans- 
ferred to Latonia for decision in 1931, 1932 and 
1933 (Mate’s victory in 1930 having been the last 
running of the event at Lexington, the year of 
the last fall meeting under the Kentucky Associa- 
tion’s auspices), the presumption was, until the 
condition book made its appearance last week 
end, quite general among horsemen that it would 
be transferred this year to Churchill Downs. 

THE BLOoop-HorsE, possessing information that 
it elects to reserve from publication at this time, 
but which it later may have occasion to pass on 
to its readers, last week expressed the opinion 
that the race would be declared off. 

There is now, in our opinion, no likelihood that 
the race will be run. It is, we believe, only a 
matter of time until there will come an announce- 
ment that the money paid in by subscribers will 
be refunded. 

It is, indeed, a sad state of affairs, but it serves 
as emphasis to the fact that racing should at all 
times be under local control. As we said last 
week, the officers and directors of the Kentucky 
Association, while residents of Lexington, were 
actually not in control of racing here. They per- 
mitted the American Turf Association’s heads to 
direct them, as has also the State Racing Com- 
mission in many instances.

Stop the Gambling Service 


ERY likely you read in dispatches from New 

York how, on October 13, Mayor F. H. La 
Guardia and Police Commissioner Louis A. Val- 
entine dumped 2,000 slot machines into the At- 
lantic Ocean. It was related that the machines 
represented an investment of $250,000, and Mayor 
La Guardia was quoted as having said: 

This shows what can be done. Every New Yorker 
knows that these mechanical thieves of organized lar- 
ceny were all over the city. Without political protection 
they never could have existed. 

Note that last sentence: “Without political pro- 
tection they never could have existed.” The 
Mayor could have just as truly said that without 
political protection the machines never would 
have been manufactured. 


There is positively no doubt about the correct- 
ness of this statement. Slot machines have had 
political protection for the same reason that 
handbooks, poolrooms and the service from race 
tracks to handbooks and poolrooms have had 
political protection. The politicians, in the ab- 
sence of other sources for the gathering of cam- 
paign funds—-and, in many instances, perhaps, 
personal graft—-have demanded of the police au- 
thorities that the books, rooms and the service 
be not molested. 

The laws of the States in the Union forbid the 
equipment, maintenance and operation of rooms 
and places wherein and whereat bets may be 
made on horse races, dog races or other contests, 
except that in a number of States betting on 
horse races, and dog races, when done within the 
race course grounds, is sanctioned under the laws 
of those States. 

Frequently there is presented the argument 
that “if it is lawful to bet inside a race track 
enclosure it should be lawful to bet outside of a 
race track enclosure.’ But these forget that the 
Legislature, the body that made it lawful to bet 
at the race track, also made it unlawful to bet 
away from a race track. 

Violation of the law against betting away from 
the race track has become so great and so fla- 
grant that the vitality of the sport of racing and 
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of the Thoroughbred horse breeding industry is 
menaced. The time is here when the handbooks 
and poolrooms must be closed or the race tracks 
may have to close for want of money with which 
to carry on. 

The quickest and surest way to close hand- 
books and poolrooms is to put an end to the serv- 
ice those places are getting by telephone and 
telegraph. 

If racing’s governors cannot bring about the 
suspension of this service by denying the funda- 
mental information to the company or companies 
supplying the books and rooms, they should call 
upon the State and Federal police powers for as- 
sistance. 

Racing’s governors are aware of the gravity of 
the situation. They know that they owe it to 
themselves and others, who are concerned in 
Thoroughbred horse production and the sport of 
racing to do their part to remove the menace. 
Let them not delay further.

Better Horse Census Needed 
NE day last week, we received from John O. 
Williams, Horse Husbandman, Bureau of 
Animal Industry, Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C., a telegram: 

Have you data giving acreage, number of farms and 
investment in Thoroughbred breeding industry,  to- 
gether with number of breeding animals in America, by 
states, if possible? 

We were unable to supply the information. 
We thought possibly The Jockey Club might have 
an approximation of it, since the registration of 
Thoroughbreds is under The Jockey Club’s con- 
trol, and since that body had earlier in the year 
undertaken compilation of some statistics con- 
cerning the amount of money invested in the 
breeding industry throughout America. 

Necessarily, information of the character Mr. 
Williams desires can at no time be more than 
fairly accurate, even as to the number of ani- 
mals, since, through the workings of the laws 
of average and of supply and demand, there are 
constant changes, but we know that the invest- 
ment is tremendous, and that it constitutes a 
very important cog in the wheel of American 
industry. Since the breeding of bloodstock is so 
important an industry, we offer the suggestion 
that the United States Government at the farm 
census which the United States Census Bureau 
is to begin January 1, 1935, include on the forms 
questions that will produce the information the 
country’s horse husbandman is seeking.

oughbred horses “in Maryland’s economic scheme 
of things, representing, as it does, an investment 
estimated—conservatively, the estimators say 
at approximately $17,000,000.” 

Mr. Oakes states that the annual outlay for 
upkeep, repairs, maintenance, operation, etc., of 
Marylahd breeding establishments is put at 
$1,250,000.

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Texas Racing Revenues 

LSEWHERE in this issue of THE BLoop- 

HORSE appears statements made by H. P. 
Edwards, Texas State Tax Commissioner, and 
J. E. McDonald, Texas Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture, both members of the Texas Racing Com- 
mission, relative to the benefits accruing to the 
Lone Star State, and to the livestock breeders 
and farmers thereof, through the operation of 
race courses under the present law. 

After reading those statements, it is difficult 
to believe, that a majority of the people of the 
great State of Texas are opposed to a sport that 
brings such revenues in addition to the entertain- 
ment enjoyed by so many citizens. 

We know that there are, in all states, certain 
groups, made up of people who are called kill- 
joys, who are opposed to all activities about 
which one may have a wager, but, in the light 
of what Messrs. Edwards and McDonald have 
disclosed, we are wondering how Attorney Gen- 
eral James Allred, Democratic nominee for Gov- 
ernor, ever got it into his head that he should 
declare himself to urge the repeal of the racing 
law when he sits in as Governor. We are also 
wondering if the next Legislature will be so far 
controlled by Governor Allred—if and when?

By far the most popular was No. 2, a bay colt 
by *St. Germans—Elf, chosen by almost half of 
the contestants. This youngster is a half-brother 
to Boojum and Pooks Hill and the third foal of 
his dam. The Whichone—*Picoline colt, chosen 
by five members, is the second foal of his dam, 
which won the Sutton Plate in England in 1929. 
Three votes went to the High Time—Admiral’s 
Lassie colt, a half-brother to two winners. This 
colt attracted more attention than any other of 
those judged, because of his extraordinarily 
“showy” appearance. The only other yearling to 
receive more than one vote was a *Royal Minstrel 

Fluffy colt, which received two choices. Two 
fillies received one vote apiece, the *Dis Donc— 
Pandera and *Sir Gallahad III—Saramar year- 
lings. By a coincidence, No. 2 on last year’s card 
received 10 votes for first place. A sister to last 
year’s favorite, a filly by *Chicle--Flying Witch, 
sister also to the Futurity winners Whichone and 
Mother Goose, went without recognition this year, 
not being chosen first, second or third by any 
of the contestants. Twelve others failed to re- 
ceive a vote. 


COMMISSIONER DAVIS RESIGNS 

Ralph W. Davis, of Manchester, N. H., on Octo- 
ber 11 resigned his position as chairman of the 
New Hampshire Racing Commission. In his let- 
ter to Governor Winant, accompanying the resig- 
nation, Mr. Davis said he had accepted the ap- 
pointment for the purpose “of giving the experi- 
ment a fair and honest trial,’’ but gave no reason 
for his resignation except the statement: “My 
job is done and I ask to be relieved.” 
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BLANDFORD - 


HE greatest stud success achieved by any 

Thoroughbred stallion since the days of St. 
Simon is that of Blandford, the leading sire in 
England this year. His emergence in the last 
seven years is a matter of major importance to 
Thoroughbred breeders the world over. It is to 
be expected that, as soon as conditions are favor- 
able, there will be numerous importations of 
Blandford blood, as there was once a rush for 
members of the St. Simon tribe. I hope, and it 
seems quite probable, that the American Thor- 
oughbred will be improved more by the Bland- 
fords of the present day than it was by the St. 
Simons of yesteryear. For surely American 
breeders have learned by now that the good quali- 
ties of a good horse are not going to flow most 
abundantly through the worst offspring of that 
horse. 


Blandford was foaled May 26, 1919, at the Na- 
tional Stud, and was sold as a yearling at the 
Newmarket December sales for 730 guineas 
(about $3,650) to R. C. Dawson. Trained by 
Captain Dawson, who shared ownership of the 
colt with his brother, the late Samuel C. Dawson, 
he made two starts at two, and two starts at 
three, his entire racing career, and won three of 
the four. At two he won the five-furlong Kennet 
Stakes at Newbury, and finished second, beaten a 
neck by Alaric, to which he was conceding 10 
pounds, in the Windsor Castle Stakes, five fur- 
longs, at Ascot. In the latter race he stumbled 
a few yards from the finish. At three, he won in 
April the Paradise Stakes, 11, miles, and in June 
the Princess of Wales’ Stakes, 14%2 miles. His 
victories were accomplished with ease, and there 
were good horses among those beaten by him, but 
no champions. He was not eligible for the clas- 
sics, hence retired to the stud with a very moder- 
ate reputation. His racing career was too short 
to form the basis of an accurate judgment of his 
class, but those who appraised him at all con- 
sidered themselves safe in calling him “one of 
the best.” (He has always been advertised as 
“the best 3-year-old of his year.’’) I must admit 
ignorance as to the specific reason for his failure 
to race oftener, but it probably was largely due 
to his owner’s opinion that his tendons were 
weak. In fact, it was a bowed tendon, developed 
shortly after his last win, which ended his racing 
career. Captain Dawson gave him a year’s rest, 
hoping, perhaps, to get him in racing condition 
again, but at the end of 1923 decided against fur- 
ther racing and announced that Blandford would 
enter the stud in 1924 at the Cloghran Stud, 
County Dublin, Ireland. 


At first Blandford appeared a shy breeder (19 
out of his 31 mares in 1924 were barren), but he 
improved steadily through the next few seasons 
and now appears quite normal. Best of his first 
crop, foals of 1925, were Athford and Buland and 
the filly Nepeta. The second crop included the 
Derby and St. Leger winner Trigo. The follow- 
ing year there was another Derby winner, Blen- 
heim. This year Blandford is responsible not 
only for the Derby-St. Leger winner Windsor Lad, 
best 3-year-old in England, but also for Bran- 
tome, best 3-year-old in France, and Bahram, 
which is perhaps the best 2-year-old in England. 
Besides these there is a galaxy of high-class 
racers, such as Buland Bala, Unlikely, Blazonry, 
Bulandshar, Statesman, Udaipur (Oaks), Umid- 
war, Campanula (One Thousand Guineas), Mada- 
gascar, Merenda, Mrs. Rustom, Zelina, Badrud-

din, Blenheim (which raced in America), etc. No 
other horse of recent years has sired more high- 
class horses in a similar period. His get racing 
in England this year have broken a money-win- 
ning record set by the get of Stockwell in 1866. 


Characteristic of the Blandfords is the fact 
that they are good at two, better at three. Ap- 
parently they are no sturdier against the hard- 
ships of training than is the average Thorough- 
bred—-which isn’t notably sturdy. Blandford has 
a tendency, it appears, to sire horses of medium 
size or less. Trigo was something of a pony, 
Blenheim (already making good in the stud) was 
not much larger, but some of Blandford’s sons 
are over 16 hands. Most of his get are symmetri- 
cal and well balanced, though some of them 
Windsor Lad, for instance—-seem to have homely 
heads. For coat color Blandford is a pure domi- 
nant for bay or brown, siring no chestnuts. In 
this respect he may be compared with St. Simon, 
and with St. Simon’s sire, the great Galopin, and 
with *Sir Gallahad III, the most prominent sire 
of the last few years in America. I have no doubt 
that this similarity will suggest to many breeders 
that pure dominance for coat color must be asso- 
ciated with prepotence for racing quality, but 
anyone who gets such an idea might as well give 
it up. It won't help. 

Blandford’s sire was the St. Leger winner 
Swynford, sire of the Derby winner Sansovino, 
the St. Leger winners Keysoe and Tranquil, the 
One Thousand Guineas winners Ferry and Saucy 
Sue (also Oaks), Top Gallant, *St. Germans (sire 
of Twenty Grand), *Lancegaye (sire of Caval- 
cade), *Swift and Sure (sire of Swivel), and 
numerous other good horses. Swynford’s sire, 
John o’' Gaunt, son of Isinglass, had bad feet, 
straight pasterns and round joints, and many of 
his get had these defects to such a degree that it 
was very difficult, if not impossible, to train 
them. Swynford, whose dam, old Canterbury Pil- 
grim, had perfect feet and legs, no doubt had her 
to thank for the fact that he escaped his father’s 
failings in this respect. He was a plain fellow, 
with little quality, but had excellent action and a 
game heart. These characteristics were passed 
on to many of his get, but the plainness of them 
has usually been greatly modified in the third 
generation. 

Blanche, dam of Blandford, tried eight times, 
but never won a race. Her best produce, besides 
Blandford, was the gelding Seminole, which last 
year won the Cesarewitch for Joseph E. Widener. 
Seminole was by Diligence, son of Hurry On. 
Her sire, White Eagle, was a bleeder, like his sire, 
Gallinule. Blanche’s dam, Black Cherry, was of 
little value as a race mare—she scored one cheap 
victory in nine attempts—but was a successful 
producer. The next generation back is a repeti- 
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tion of the same story, for Black Duchess, won 
only one race in 10 tries, but was the dam of Bay 
Ronald and other winners. It is one of the 
strongest branches of the No. 3 family. 

The pedigree of Blandford, taken as a whole, 
does not have an orthodox distribution of English 
blood lines. Its keynote is Isonomy, with Galo- 
pin and Hermit in secondary roles. Both the sire 
and dam trace in tail-male to Isonomy, and his 
dam's sire, White Eagle, was closely inbred to 
that famous horse. Besides these three crosses 
of Isonomy, the fourth dam, Black Corrie, is by 
Sterling, sire of Isonomy. There are three lines 
to Galopin, one through St. Simon, one through 
Galliard, and two lines to Hermit. There is no 
Bend Or, no Hampton. 

American breeders will be especially interested 
in the successful ‘nicks’? which have been re- 
vealed by Blandford’s history as a sire. The ab- 
sence of such strong strains as Bend Or, Hamp- 
ton, Carbine, The Tetrarch, Barcaldine and 
Springfield would seem to indicate that these 
names should be supplied in the pedigrees of his 
mates. To what extent these missing names have 
been supplied I do not know, but the facts are 
that the outstanding ‘‘nicks’’ for Blandford have 
proved to be St. Simon (especially through Des- 
mond) and Cyllene. The latter was, of course, a 
grandson of Bend Or, but he was also a grandson 
of Isonomy, and included in his pedigree the 
strongest British lines with the exception of St. 
Simon-Galopin. 

The Desmond cross is seen in the dam of Trigo 
and his brothers (Athasi, by Farasi, by Des- 
mond), the dam of Blenheim (Malva, by Charles 
O'Malley, by Desmond), the dam of Buland and 
Buland Bala (Saffian, by Stornoway, by Des- 
mond), the dam of Statesman, (Dail, by Land 
League, by Desmond), the dam of Bulandshar 
(La Douairiere, out of Dormouse, by The White 
Knight, by Desmond), the dam of Zelina (Zoza, 
out of Zinovia, by Charles O’Malley, by Des- 
mond). 

Almost invariably (Badruddin and Annabel 
are exceptions) the dams of Blandford’s best 
produce have a fairly close-up return of St. 
Simon or Galopin. It happens that Desmond has 
been the principal channel through which this 
return was made, but the “nick” is obviously with 
Desmond's male line, rather than with Desmond 
particularly. The record, as I see it, does not 
indicate a definite affinity for St. Simon, but 
rather reaffirms the already well established no- 
tion that it is the St. Simon blood which can most 
advantageously be concentrated in a pedigree. 
Most good sires have some inherent defects which 
mitigate against successful inbreeding to them, 
and there is no other horse since King Herod 
himself which has proved better inbreeding ma- 
terial than St. Simon. Not even Blandford may 
be expected to rival him. Indeed, Blandford in- 
breeding may prove to be downright risky. 

The name of Cyllene (by Bona Vista, son of 
Bend Or, out of Arcadia, by Isonomy) occurs in 
the pedigrees of the dams of Windsor Lad, Udai- 
pur and her brother Umidwar, Statesman, Cam- 
panula, Madagascar, Nepeta, Zelina and the 
2-year-olds Bahram and Annabel. In three of 
these pedigrees (Campanula, Zelina, Annabel) 
the Cyllene cross comes through his son Poly- 
melus, whose dam was by Hampton. In Annabel’s 
dam, Arabella, there is a second cross of Cyllene 
through Maid of the Mist, his daughter. The blood 
of Carbine is not infrequently combined with that 
of Blandford, Windsor Lad being the most notable 
example. Springfield and Roi Herode are com- 
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paratively rare as successful outcrosses for 
Blandford. Sundridge occurs occasionally. A re- 
turn of Isinglass is not infrequent, the best exam- 
ples being the good filly Zelina and the two Blen- 
heims (one raced in England, the other in Amer- 
ica). Gallinule has also been returned with suc- 
cess in a few instances. Brantome, France’s best 
3-year-old, is out of a daughter of Clarissimus, by 
Radium, by Bend Or. Friar’s Daughter, dam of 
Bahram, is by Friar Marcus (grandson of Cyl- 
lene), traces to St. Simon in three directions, and 
has for second dam Concertina, *Sir Gallahad 
III’s second dam. Annabel, recent winner of the 
Champion Breeders’ Foal Plate at Derby, is a 
filly out of Arabella, by Buchan (grandson of 
Sundridge), second dam Polly Flinders, by Poly- 
melus, third dam the famous Pretty Polly, by 
Gallinule. 

Blandford’s daughters, in the main, are too 
young to be adequately represented as producers, 
but they have already begun to turn out stakes 
winners. Their success is too certain to require 
prediction. A few of his sons have reached the 
stud. Of these, Blenheim, the Derby winner, now 
standing in France, has made the most promising 
beginning. His 2-year-old son Pampeiro won the 
Grand Criterium at Longchamp last Sunday. 

I have summarized hastily some of the more 
important facts concerning Blandford. If I have 
erred in any particulars I hope some of our Eng- 
lish readers will set me right, for I am sure that 
American breeders will want to have the most 
accurate information concerning him. There will 
assuredly be importations of numerous of his de- 
scendants. His name will be fitted into many an 
American pedigree, and it is important that the 
breeders who are responsible for such pedigrees 
know Blandford as something more than a name. 


KENTUCKY 


CHURCHILL DOWNS MEETING 


OR the first time since 1930, racing returns to 

Louisville for a fall session, the short meet- 
ing, from October 20 to October 27, being domi- 
nated by the running of the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes, to be decided on closing day. Condi- 
tion books for the meeting have been issued, 
providing for eight races daily. Purse minimum 
will be $500, with $600 allowance or handicap 
events offered as features. Opening day, October 
20, provides for an $800 all-age overnight handi- 
cap at six furlongs. The one stakes event of the 
meeting, the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, will 
have an added value of $5,000, and is expected 
to gross about $15,000. Few poor horses have 
won the event in the 14 years of its running, such 
performers as Twenty Grand, Mata Hari, Clyde 
Van Dusen, The Darb, Reigh Count, Canter, Wise 
Counsellor, *Master Charlie and Tryster being 
listed among its winners. Most of the year’s best 
2-year-olds are among the nominations, the list 
including Balladier, Pitter Pat, Bird Flower, Box- 
thorn, Nellie Flag, Debs Delight, Plat Eye, 
Nautch, Esposa, St. Bernard, Today, Surveyor, 
Gold Buckle and Chance Sun. Some of these, 
such as Chance Sun and Balladier, are definitely 
non-starters, but a good field is expected to con- 
test the event. 


JOUETT SHOUSE DINNER SPEAKER 

Jouett Shouse, who years ago was an employee 
of Desha Breckinridge, editor of The Lexington 
Herald, has accepted an invitation to be the prin- 
cipal 


speaker at the testimonial dinner to be 
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given in honor of Mr. Breckinridge by the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America, it was announced 
Tuesday of this week by Frank B. Jones, chair- 
man of the committee making arrangements for 
the dinner. Though their work has taken them 
into different fields, Mr. Breckinridge and Mr. 
Shouse have always maintained a close associa- 
tion, and they are still partners in the ownership 
of a modest racing stable. Mr. Shouse, former 
chairman of the Democratic National Committee, 
has recently devoted himself largely to the or- 
ganization of the Liberty League. 

The Thoroughbred Club’s third annual dinner, 
honoring Mr. Breckinridge, has been set for the 
evening of Wednesday, November 7, and will be 
at the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington. Invitations in 
the form of entry blanks for the “Breckinridge 
Steaks, with venison added,” are being sent out 
this week by J. A. Estes, secretary of the dinner 
committee. 


LE MAR GOES TO CALIFORNIA 

One of the first strings of racers to make the 
trip from the Mid-West to California for the 
coming winter’s racing is the Le Mar Stock 
Farm Stable of Leo J. Marks, of Columbus, Ohio. 
The main division of the stable has already been 
shipped from Detroit, where it raced successfully, 
and is quartered at the Bay Meadows track, San 
Mateo, Calif. Trainer Harry S. Hart and Mrs. 
Hart came from Detroit to Lexington last week, 
and after looking over the stock at Le Mar Farm 
with Mr. Marks, left Sunday, October 14, for 
California, going by motor. Jockey Hilton Dab- 
son left Baltimore the same day to drive to 
California and will join the stable at Bay 
Meadows. Mr. Marks has returned to his home 
in Columbus, but expects to be back in Lexing- 
ton for the November sales. 

The Le Mar horses already at Bay Meadows 
are Morsel, Marooned, Maystick, Moonsan, My 
Miss, Merrily Yours, Miss Premier, Melody Lane, 
Mardromel, Marpal, Moonson, Marbite, Marfree 
and Marmara. About the first of the year these 
will be joined by a number of others, now in 
training over the private track at the farm. 
Those which are to be sent West during the 
winter are Moreanmore, Miscalculate, Myman, 
Madair, Maraconna, Magenta, Marition and a 
number of coming 2-year-olds (now yearlings).

Eleven of the yearlings listed above are by Mis- 
step and constitute the majority of the second 
crop of foals by that promising young sire. 
Misstep, chestnut horse, foaled in 1925, by Upset 
out of St. Theresa, by Marathon, second dam St. 
Kentigerna, by Broomstick, sent his first crop of 
foals to the races this year. There were six foals 
registered, of which one died. Four of the re- 
maining five have started, and three of them have 
won. The three winners are Miss Premier, My- 
miss and Moonson, the latter a winner of two 
stakes at Detroit. The other starter, a gelding 
called Marson, was placed once in three starts 
and then sent back to the farm. He is a cribber 
and remedial measures have been taken against 
this habit. The one non-starter by Misstep is 
Myponne, now at the farm. 

Thus it is that Misstep has made a start in 
siredom, such as his superior performances as a 
race horse presaged, and has justified the confi- 
dence Mr. Marks has in him. He was backward 
in starting as a stallion, in his subsequent seasons 
he was very sure with his mares. Superintendent 
Walter Gentry this week: said that over 90 per 
cent of the mares at Le Mar Stock Farm are in 
foal.

NEWMARKET OCTOBER SALES 

As at other important sales in England this 
year, there was a decisive upturn in the 
market at the First October sales at Newmarket 
the first week in October. In three days there 
were sold 123 yearlings for the total of 43,467 
guineas, an average of 353 guineas, or about 
$1,818 at current exchange rates ($5.15 to the 
guinea). Last year at the First October sales 
there were sold 117 head for an average of 184 
guineas. This year’s average was the highest 
since 1929 and is an increase of 92 per cent over 
last year’s. Top price of the entire sale was 
2,100 guineas, paid by Trainer Jack Jarvis for a 
bay colt by Winalot out of Seradella, by Orpi- 
ment. 
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JAMAICA TO EMPIRE CITY 

WELVE thousand persons came out on Octo- 

ber 13 to see the last day of racing on Long 
Island during the current year. They might have 
seen the great Equipoise return to the wars in 
the New Hyde Park Handicap but for a slight 
filling of a leg which prevented the son of Pen- 
nant from being placed in the overnight entries. 
The race, which had been increased in value to 
$2,500, went to the Kershaw Stable’s Captain 
Argo, a *Happy Argo—Knot gelding which 
proved considerably the best of the five 3-year- 
olds in the event. The day’s feature, the Conti- 
nental Handicap, was won by Belair Stud’s Fleam 
when Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Watch Him, conceding 
weight, tired in the last strides. Average at- 
tendance at the Jamaica track has been nearly 
5,000, and with the revenue from the 65 books in 
operation added to gate receipts, the 31-year-old 
track is expected to show a moderate but gratify- 
ing profit. Unlike other meetings held in New 
York this fall, Jamaica was favored by fine 
weather, especially on its week-ends. 

With the tracks dark on Long Island, New 
York racing moved on Monday, October 15, to 
its last session of the year, a 12-day meeting at 
Empire City. Here also a successful meeting is 
expected, although the sport may suffer some- 
what from competition with New England tracks. 
Three stakes events were scheduled for the Yonk- 
ers track. The first, held on opening day and 
won by Lee Rosenberg’s outsider Dowdy Dell, was 
the Ardsley Handicap, a six-furlong dash for 
juveniles. Two others remain on the program, 
the Scarsdale Handicap, to be decided at a mile 
and 70 yards on October 20, and the Yorktown 
Handicap, which will feature closing day, October 
27. All carry added values of $2,500. With the 
close of Empire City, but two days of racing will 
remain for New York, November 3 and 6, both 
sponsored by the United Hunts Racing Asso- 
ciation. 


PROTECTION AT EMPIRE CITY 

Before the running of the second race at 
Jamaica October 12, Grannys Trade, owned by 
Mrs. E. Yost, was discovered to have been tam- 
pered with. Dr. M. J. Dair, after examining the 
mare, removed a soft sponge from one nostril. 
The horse was ordered scratched, the case turned 
over to the Pinkertons for further investigation, 
and Trainer C. Lonie and all horses in his care 
ordered suspended pending investigation by the 
stewards. 

As a probable consequence of this event, the 
Empire City management announced that for 
the duration of the 12-day meeting which opened 
there October 15, all gates will be policed night 
and day outside of racing hours, and only those 
with identification cards or accredited badges 
will be allowed to enter. 


ESPOSA’S FIRST STAKES 

Middleburg Stable’s Esposa (107), which had 
earned brackets in a maiden race some three 
weeks earlier, joined the band of stakes winners 
October 12 at Jamaica by racing to a driving 
victory in the twenty-second running of the 
Remsen Handicap ($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, six 
furlongs). The filly, which first attracted at- 
tention by running a surprising third in the 
Hopeful Stakes, came again after being headed 
in the stretch and at the end held a head margin 
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over Maemere Farm Stable’s Mantagna (109), 
with C. H. Knebelkamp’s Below Zero (112) a 
length behind the leading pair. In fourth place, 
a head back, was Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Our Reigh 
(112). The running of the last quarter was a 
brilliant five-horse battle and at the eighth-pole 
only two heads and two necks separated the 
leading quintet. Rough riding caused Our Reigh 
to be knocked about during the early running, 
while Dasher (112), finishing sixth, was bottled 
up throughout the stretch. Cheshire (109), al- 
ways outrun, was the only other starter. Time, 
12335, :4715, 1:13%5, track fast.

Boyle, formerly a bookkeeper in the 
office of the Belmont plant, is an engineer by pro- 
fession. Horsemen at Belmont Park state that 
no change has been made in others of the track 
personnel. Boyle replaces H. I. Pels, who has 
served as track superintendent for the past 25 
years. Mr. Pels replaced William Gorman, who 
was the first to hold the position at Belmont 
Park. 
FLEAM’S CONTINENTAL HANDICAP 
Although Belair Stud Stable’s Fleam (3-y-o, 
108) had no victory to show in her last nine 
starts, she had been consistently close to good 
horses, and racing followers who attended the 
running of the Continental Handicap ($2,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles), finding 
none too much class in the event, gave the Gen- 
eral Lee filly fairly strong support, making her 
a second choice to Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Watch 
Him (120). Running of the race proved that 
Watch Him’s concession of six pounds by the 
scale was too much for the son of Fair Wind, 
for Fleam, going to the outside after half the 
distance had been covered, responded to Jockey 
J. Stout’s urging and wore the pacemaking 
Watch Him down in the last strides. At the 
end she was a half-length in front and drawing 
away. Watch Him held a four-length margin 
over C. V. Whitney’s Halcyon (103), which led 
M. L. Schwartz’s Identify (3-y-o, 103) by six 
lengths. The only remaining starter, Coequel 
(8-y-o, 112), running far from her recent good

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


MARYLAND 


LAUREL PARK 

FTER the first Saturday of the Laurel Park 

meeting had been visited with rain and mud 
which held down attendance and enthusiasm, 
driving mutuel play to a new low of $146,000, a 
change in weather has encouraged track officials 
to hope that the meeting may break even or pos- 
sibly show a slight profit. The crowd of 6,000 
which attended October 11 was better than aver- 
age, and approximately 8,000 were present on 
Columbus Day. No stakes event was carded for 
the holiday, the feature being a $1,000 overnight 
handicap for all ages. It went to J. R. Buchanan’s 
Happy Go, a son of *Happy Argo—Anastasia. 
The crowd was the largest of the meeting to date, 
but the fine Indian Summer weather of October 
13, and the desire to see whether George D. Wide- 
ner’s Sation could carry his dazzling speed over 
a mile brought out 15,000 on Saturday. Betting 
was brisk, and approximately $300,000 went 
through the machines. The daily average now is 
well over $200,000, and with continued good for- 
tune in weather conditions it may reach the 
$225,000 which is reported necessary to run the 
meeting at a profit. 

Sation answered the question regarding his abil- 
ity at the longer sprint distance by running the 
mile of the Laurel Stakes in 1:37%5, two-fifths of 
a second slower than Jack High’s track record. 
He thus captured the third stakes event of the 
meeting for his owner, who has so far taken 
every stakes on the program except the Maryland 
Futurity, the importance of which is more in the 
size of the purse than in the class of the entries. 
Chiefly noticeable in that event was the disquali- 
fication of the three horses entered by Sylvester 
W. Labrot, who saw his colors placed first, third 
and fourth, then disqualified because Jockey Jim- 
my Hunter, on Toolbox, fouled J. W. Y. Martin’s 
Truly Yours during the stretch run. 


TRIPLE DISQUALIFICATION 

The Maryland Futurity ($5,000 added, 2-year- 
olds, 6 furlongs), already under fire for the 
poverty of class attracted by the event, became 
even less significant in its fourth running at 
Laurel Park, October 10, when three of the 
four placed horses were disqualified. Most of the 
eight horses which went to post for the event had 
been performing in claiming ranks, and nothing 
appeared deserving of a try at a $5,000 race. 
Three of the starters, Toolbox (110), Little 
Dinah (108) and Kings Pleasure (115) made up 
the entry of Sylvester W. Labrot (who had won 
two of the three previous runnings of the event 
with Springsteel and Rush Hour), and were 
backed into odds-on favoritism. Running of the 
race found Kings Pleasure and Little Dinah mak- 
ing the early pace. As the field left the back 
stretch, Jockey Johnny Gilbert began moving up 
J. W. Y. Martin’s Truly Yours (110) outside the 
leading pair. Jockey J. Hunter, riding Toolbox. 
the third member of the Labrot entry, also made 
his run on the outside, and when he drew even 
with Truly Yours he sent the Labrot gelding over 
sharply, shunting Truly Yours in behind Little 
Dinah and Kings Pleasure. Gilbert was forced 
to take up his mount sharply to avoid going 
down, then drove through a gap on the inside. 
At the finish he was a length behind Toolbox, a 
nese ahead of Little Dinah, with Kings Pleasure 
two lengths back in fourth place. Patrons booed 
lustily, despite the favoritism given the Labrot 
entry, when the three came back to the scales. 
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Into the judges’ stand went Gilbert with a claim 
of foul and after some deliberation the numbers 
of the Labrot trio came down, to the accompani- 
ment of cheers from the crowd. Truly Yours was 
moved into first place, F. Hayes’ Memorable, a 
maiden, was placed second, with the J. F. Adams 
entry of Adams Eve (106) and Last Time (111) 
put in third and fourth place. The award. in the 
last three cases, was practically a gift, for the 
rest of the field was distanced by the leading 
quartet. Jockey Hunter, for foul riding on Tool- 
box, was suspended for the remainder of the 
meeting. Mantados (110) was the only remain- 
ing starter. Time, :23%5, :48, 1:1245, track fast. 
Stakes division, $4,860, $1,000, $599, $250. Mr. 
Martin, as breeder of the winner, received an ad- 
ditional $500, with $200 going to the breeder of 
Memorable, $100 to the breeder of Adams Eve. It 
is reported that a suggestion has been made that 
the added money value of this race be reduced to 
$2,500 and that the other $2,500 be added to a 
race such as the Laurel Stakes.

G. D. Widener’s Sation, which, like William 
Woodward's Faireno, has made Eastern tracks 
the scene of a successful comeback, found him- 
self admitted to the Laurel Stakes ($2,500 added, 
all ages, one mile) with a comparatively light 
weight of 118 pounds. This burden seemed to 
make the Galetian gelding, which has been un- 
placed only twice in his racing career, invincible 
at the distance, and when the field paraded to 
the post only two others had accepted the issue, 
Mrs. D. Howe’s Only One (3-y-o, 108) and Col. 
E. R. Bradley’s Bazaar (3-y-0, 109). Five other 
entries were scratched. Since Sation was con- 
ceding only a few pounds to the pair by the 
scale, these were apparently in only to battle 
for second money. The Widener gelding won with 
absurd ease. Jockey Wayne Wright reserved him 
off the early pace of Only One, dropping four 
lengths behind the leader at the half-mile point; 
then he sent him to the front with a fine rush, 
drew out to a safe lead and had much in reserve 
at the end. He was two-fifths of a second slower 
than Jack High’s track record. A length and a half 
behind the galloping Sation, Only One and 
Bazaar fought a close battle for second place, 
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the decision going to the Lucullite colt by a head.

Sation, which did not race at two, has started 
17 times. He has won 10 races, finished second 
four times, third once. This year he has a record 
of three firsts and one second in four starts. His 
earnings total $19,940. 


BLACK HELEN’S FIFTH 

Col. E. R. Bradley’s 2-year-old filly Black 
Helen, one of the few unbeaten juveniles of the 
season, made her fifth start at Laurel Park 
October 15 in the Anne Arundel purse, a six- 
furlong event for 2-year-old fillies, and came 
home a length and a half in front of Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer’s Galomar, with five others trailing. The 
bay daughter of Black Toney—*La Troienne car- 
ried 113 pounds and ran the six furlongs in 
1:11%;, one-fifth of a second slower than Balko’s 
track record made in 1931. Donald Meade rode 
the filly confidently, allowing her to run in third 
position for the first quarter behind the pace of 
Mrs. R. H. Heighe’s Zay and Galomar. Nearing 
the quarter-pole Meade asked the filly for her 
speed, and she came willingly to go into a lead 
of three lengths in the stretch. Zay dropped back 
when headed, but Galomar held on gamely, forc- 
ing Meade to ride the winner out. Black Helen 
earned $700 in winning the event, bringing her 
total to $3,150 for her five victories. 

With such youngsters as Boxthorn, Balladier, 
Bird Flower and others in the Idle Hour string, 
Black Helen, a rather small filly, was not at first 
nominated for the principal stakes events, and 
when her true class became known, most of them 
were closed. A minor throat ailment during the 
Saratoga meeting kept her from the few events 
in which she could have been entered, and the 
Anne Arundel was her first appearance under 
colors since her string of victories in June and 
early July. Though unable to run in important 
stakes, Black Helen has met and conquered such 
horses as Nellie Flag, Fraidy Cat, World Series, 
Hasty Glance and Albuquerque.

FUTURITY CONDITIONS CHANGED 

Conditions for the Maryland Futurity of 1936 
were altered October 8 at a meeting of the Mary- 
land Horse Breeders’ Association. The somewhat 
intricate system of penalties which had to be 
paid to keep nominees on the eligible list has 
been abandoned, and payments have been reduced 
to a nominating fee and a starting fee. A further 
change, approved by Maryland breeders, allows 
1934 foals of mares which were not nominated 
when bred to be entered in the race. No closing 
date for these nominations has yet been an- 
nounced. The latter change was made to increase 
the entries for the 1936 event, since the Futurity 
generally has somewhat lacked class. 
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OUR stakes events enriched the first five days 

of the Fall meeting which opened at Narra- 
gansett Park on October 9 for a 28-day run. 
Three were somewhat surprising in their results. 
On opening day, the Esek Hopkins Claiming 
Stakes went unexpectedly to Mrs. W. P. Stewart’s 
Lady Reigh, which set a new track record by 
running the mile in 1:37 to beat Bamboula, Pom- 
peius and others. More startling was the dismal 
showing of Mrs. Sloane’s Psychic Bid in the 
Shawomet Stakes on the following day, when the 
Chance Play colt was unplaced as Felix Spatola’s 
Wise Prince ran to victory in one of the biggest 
upsets of the year. The Rochambeau Handicap, 
decided on Columbus Day, went, as expected, to 
the Belair Stud Stable’s Faireno, a 5-year-old 
Chatterton horse which has staged the most suc- 
cessful comeback of the year, after trouble with 
a tendon had kept him entirely out of racing in 
1933. On Saturday, October 13, Psychic Bid re- 
deemed his earlier failure by going out to whip 
a good field of older horses in the Weybosset 
Handicap, Bamboula, Patchpocket, Indian Runner 
and Time Supply being among those which were 
unable to match strides with the Brookmeade 
star. 

Attendance throughout the week was satisfac- 
tory, 30,000 being present on Columbus Day. The 
first Saturday of the meeting, October 13, was 
marked by disagreeable weather, but again a 
large crowd attended. Complete figures for mu- 
tuel turnover are not available, but an idea of the 
average may be drawn from the fact that opening 
day saw $250,000 pass through the machines, 
while Wednesday’s handle was $312,000 and that 
on Columbus Day reached $622,000. These figures 
indicate that the phenomenal success of the sum- 
mer meeting, when the average exceeded $400,000 
daily, will hardly be equalled, but that a highly 
profitable meeting is to be expected. 

One menacing note appeared, however. On 
October 13 the first snowfall of the year turned 
the track into a strip of mud. Like Californians 
whenever rain falls on the Rose Bowl festival at 
Pasadena, New Englanders declared the weather 
unseasonable, but it is possible that Walter 
O’Hara’s glass enclosed grandstand and heating 
plant may have further unpleasant weather to 
combat. 


LADY REIGH’S TRACK RECORD 

When Mrs. W. P. Stewart’s Lady Reigh (3-y-o, 
103) came past the judges’ stand at Narragansett 
Park October 9 to win the Esek Hopkins Claim- 
ing Stakes ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 
mile) by a length from Mrs. A. A. Baroni’s 
Bamboula (106), she was scoring the second 
stakes victory of a season which began in the 
lower levels of the claiming class. After having 
only one third to show for six starts at two, 
Lady Reigh began her improvement by winning 
three claiming races at Hialeah Park, climbing 
from the $1,500 to the $3,000 claiming ranks. 
Her entry to stakes class came June 2, with the 
winning of the Coaching Club American Oaks, 
June 2, at Belmont Park. Since that success, the 
daughter of Reigh Count has been running close 
to the pace of such horses as Dark Secret, 
Azucar, Discovery, Mr. Khayyam, Hadagal and 
Hindu Queen. Never quite successful in this 
company, the filly dropped a bit, this time to the 
$5,000 claiming class, and raced to a new track 


record for the distance. Bamboula, G. H. Bost- 
wick’s Pompeius (110) and Universe (112) made 
the early running, with the winner, ridden by 
Jockey Mack Winters, driving from far back to 
overtake the leaders in the stretch. Bamboula 
hung on to second place by a neck, Pompeius 
held a two-length lead over Mrs. J. Burkes’ Fly- 
ing Cadet (109) for third place, while Universe, 
quitting badly, finished tenth. After the first four 
came Clotho (109), Ebony Lady (106), Royal 
Guard (109), Navanod (109), Big Beau (109), 
Universe (112), Proud Girl (8-y-0, 10412) and 
Fidelis (3-y-o, 103). With Bamboula and Clotho 
the public choices, the winner was at 11 to 1.

PIKE AND PETERS 


The horses owned by the family of Percy M. 
Pike shared the Narragansett Park program of 
October 11 with Apprentice Maurice Peters, and 
the combination practically monopolized the card. 
The Pike stable, recently formed as a partnership 
with Harry Unna, later passing to the sole own- 
ership of Mr. Pike, furnished the winners of three 
races in Annarita, Portcodine and Lauretta Nash. 
The silks of Mrs. Percy M. Pike, making their 
first appearance on the Turf, were carried to suc- 
cess by Jesting. Apprentice Peters rode three of 
the four to increase his lead over Dublin Taylor 
for the year’s riding honors. 

FAVORITES FAIL AT NARRAGANSETT 

Two-year-olds are never any too predictable, 
but New England followers of the juvenile di- 
vision may be excused for believing this late in 
the season that most of the developments in this 
class were over. The running of the Shawomet 
Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, 6 furlongs) at 
Narragansett Park October 10 was a rude denial 
of this belief, however, with Wise Prince (114), 
property of Felix Spatola, Philadelphia mer- 
chant, driving down at better than 50 to 1, fol- 
lowed to the wire by two other long-priced horses. 
M. L. Schwartz’s good filly Uppermost (116) made 
the running until the last 70 yards and just 
failed to last, finishing a neck behind the winner. 
Bettors had failed to throw out her disappointing 
showing in the Eastern Shore after four con- 
secutive victories, and the daughter of *Cohort 
was at 8 to 1 for second place. H. P. Headley’s 
Preeminent (114), which enlivened the post 
parade by shying into the lead pony, throwing 
Jockey Alfred Robertson, falling, then running 
away a half-mile, raced gamely to hold third 
place throughout, paying nearly 7 to 1 to show. 
Fourth came the odds-on favorite, Brookmeade 
Stable’s Psychic Bid (125) which raced under 
snug restraint to the stretch call but was unable 
to show speed when called upon. Polish Beau 
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(116), the second choice at even money, forced 
the pace for a half-mile, then shortened stride 
and finished with only one horse beaten. The rest 
were never prominent, the leaders being followed 
in order by Mock Turtle (116), Sound Advice 
(119), Sand Cloud (114), Special Agent (114), 
Polish Beau and Polar Flight (109).

RHODE ISLAND AMENDS RULES 

At a meeting held October 9 the Rhode Island 
Racing Commission issued notice of two altera- 
tions in Rhode Island rules of racing. Rule 144, 
on claiming races, received the following addi- 
tion: 

Any horse claimed at a meeting in Rhode Island shall 
be barred from racing for a period of 30 days if said 
horse is shipped away from the meeting at which he 
was claimed before the close of that meeting. 

Rule 146D is amended to read as follows: 

Use of electrical or mechanical appliances in a race 
other than the usual whip and spur is prohibited and 
the offender shall be ruled off. The same penalty shall 
be imposed on any one found with such electrical or 
mechanical appliances in his possession.

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BRING BACK’S FIRST STAKES 


Those who have been attempting to pick the 
winners of stakes races at the Coney Island track 
must have felt a bit abused September 13 after 
the running of the Point Pleasant Handicap 
($2,000 added, 2-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles). 
Represented in the field were all save one of the 
stakes winners of the meeting: in the 3-year-old 
and up class. Cactus Rose, winner of the 
Grandin Road Handicap, Chasar, winner of the 
Avondale Handicap, My Biaze, successful in the 
Walnut Hills Handicap, and New Deal, victor in 
the Queen City, Columbus Day Handicaps, were 
apparently the class of the event, but the first 
past the judges was Mrs. A. B. Gay’s Bring Back 
(105), a winner three days earlier of a race in 
which he ran for a claiming price of $2,250.

A STEWARD TAKES ORDERS 


Acting upon instructions from William V. 
Dwyer, president and principal owner of the rac- 
ing association which controls Coney Island, Pre- 
siding Steward William H. Shelley ordered 
Jockey Earl Pool grounded on October 13. Rea- 
son for the action was the failure of Pool to win 
with Mr. Dwyer'’s Our Senator on the previous 
day. According to reports, Mr. Dwyer had bet 
$2,000 on the horse away from the tracks. After 
taking a good lead, Our Senator fell back and 
finished fifth. Mr. Dwyer charged that the jockey 
had not done his best with the horse, ordered him 
down. It was the first time in recent years that 
a racing Official has, by his own admission, taken 
the instruction of an executive to bar a jockey 
from accepting mounts. The incident caused 
much discussion among horsemen at the Ohio 
track. At the conclusion of racing Judge Shelley 
said that Mr. Dwyer was satisfied and Pool was 
allowed to ride October 15. 


“The refusal to let me ride cost me two win- 
ning mounts,” Pool said. By Product and Brusti- 
gert, both of which Pool was to have ridden, won 
easily on Saturday.

FLORIDA 
HIALEAH RECEIVERSHIP ASKED 
UIT asking for a receivership for the Miami 
Jockey Club, which operates Hialeah Park at 
Miami, Fla., was filed in Miami Circuit Court 
October 10 by Charles R. Myers of Palm Beach 
County. Charging that the Jockey Club had been 
mismanaged, Myers asserted that it would take 45 
years for stockholders to obtain income from 
their holdings if affairs are conducted as they 
have been in the past. He asked that a receiver 
be named to conduct the coming meeting in 
January, that officers now appointed be removed; 
and that a final accounting be made. He asked 
further for the dissolution of the corporation and 
for the disbursement to stockholders of profits. 
Some of the grounds for requested action, as set 
forth in the suit, are: 

The destruction of $500,000 in assets when old 
structures were razed at Hialeah, and the ex- 
penditure of $2,500,000 for new ones. The charge 
is made that Barclay H. Warburton, chairman of 
the directorate, obtained large profits from the 
contractors in the new construction. 

The costs of conducting an expensive campaign 
to obtain the passage in 1931 of a bill permitting 
pari-mutuel wagering were, Myers said, illegally 
charged to the Miami Jockey Club. 

After a special meeting in January 1932, Myers 
claimed, all stockholders were given 20 days to 
buy preferred capital stock at the rate of one 
share to each four shares of common stock. 
Widener and Warburton obtained all 10,000 of 
these shares, according to the complaint, with the 
exception of $49,000 worth. The purpose of this 
manouvre, it was alleged, was to repay them for 
money they had expended and which they com- 
pelled the corporation to assume as its debt. 

Joseph E. Widener, chairman of the board of 
the Miami Jockey Club, then at Laurel, Mary- 
land, laughed when questioned about the suit. 
After asserting that every expenditure at Hialeah 
had been authorized by stock holders, Mr. Wide- 
ner said further: 

He (Myers) holds 355 shares of common stock, and 
I've offered a number of times to buy it from him at a 
fair price. But he asks the ridiculous figure of $300 a 
share. His holdings represent a very small portion of 
the 50,000 shares of common stock, and if he were able 


to cause any trouble he'd probably be the most un- 
popular man in Miami. If the club was thrown into 


receivership, the common stock would be wiped out 
and Hialeah Park would be thrown on the market for 
auction. Then where would Myers be? 
The whole thing is preposterous, and I'm certain that 
nothing will come of it. 
TEXAS 
DALLAS 


ACING at Dallas for the first seven days, end- 

ing October 13, found the horses of the Ed. 
Haughton, a native son of Texas, leading in num- 
ber of races won. Home Work and Crowned 
Head scored two victories each for the Haughton 
silks, while Dusky Lass, Grimace, Colonel Jr. and 
Sky Lad were contributing one each, making a 
total of eight successes. Next in the number of 
races won, and first in money won was the Texas- 
owned stable of T. R. Jones, who had seen his 
colors ride to five wins. Indian Salute, purchased 
since last summer from William Sachsenmaier, 
won the President’s Handicap for the Jones sta- 
ble; Monk’s Time, a *“Monk’s Way youngster, won 
at the first asking and repeated three days later, 
Single Regan also won his first start; and Fair 
Joan added a fifth victory to the Jones string. 
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The Escoba Stock Farm Stable, of Houghton 
Brownlee, another Texan, with the two-time win- 
ner Earth Shaker and Bulstrode and Escoba Lass 
getting one decision each, was third in number of 
races won. 

The President’s Handicap was the only stakes 
event carded during the week ending October 13, 
the management contenting itself on Columbus 
Day with naming three claiming events. The 
chief of these, the $700 El Tivoli claiming purse, 
was marred by flagrantly foul riding, chiefly by 
Nick Wall, who brought Crowned Head to the 
judges in front. In the back stretch he crowded 
Lenawee and Chatterfol into a bad tangle, then 
caught the weakening leader, Altmark, to win 
easily thereafter. Jockey Craig, dropping Lena- 
wee’s head to take a cut at Wall with his whip, 
allowed his mount to stumble, destroying what 
little chance the Manziel racer had. Stewards 
debated lengthily, but allowed the order of the 
finish to stand, a decision which should encourage 
the jockeys to do as they please for the remainder 
of the meeting. 


INDIAN SALUTE WINS 

T. R. Jones’ Indian Salute won his first start 
at two, in a race at Bainbridge Park, but from 
that time forward he has been unable to win on 
any except Southern tracks. Fifteen other 
starts at two brought only a second and two 
thirds. Beginning at Florida tracks at three, he 
ran up a string of seven victories in 13 starts, in- 
cluding the Arlington Inaugural Handicap and 
Dallas Handicap at Arlington Downs under the 
colors of William Sachsenmaier. A Northern 
campaign at Aurora, Washington Park and Ar- 
lington Park proved unsuccessful and the *Dur- 
bar II gelding was sold to his present owner and 
returned to racing at Dallas. His first start found 
him placing second in the first stakes race of the 
meeting, and on October 13 he was a driving 
winner in the President’s Handicap ($1,500 added, 
3-year-olds and up, one mile). F. Ianni’s Biff (3- 
y-o, 109) set the pace, closely followed by the 
winner, and going into the stretch Jockey A. 
Beck sent Indian Salute into the lead. The Jones 
gelding faltered at the end, but held Biff by a 
head. A half-length back was Mrs. R. Pollard’s 
Reservist (103), with the Running W Ranch 
Stable’s Cotton Club (3-y-o, 98) in fourth place. 
Boy Valet (3-y-o, 108) was the only other starter. 
Time, :23%, :47, 1:12, 1:37% (equals track 
record), track fast. Stakes division, $1,185, $250, 
$125, $50.

HOW RACING AIDS TEXAS 


EGALIZED betting on horse racing as a 

source of tax revenue to the State of Texas 
has more than justified itself in its first year of 
operation, according to H. P. Edwards, member 
of the Texas Racing Commission. Mr. Edwards 
was a recent speaker at a luncheon of the Texas 
Press Association held at the State Fair of Texas, 
Dallas. During the course of his remarks Mr. 
Edwards said that, during the last year, in ad- 
dition to other benefits, the State’s tax on pari- 
mutuel betting has paid the expenses of the 
State Deparment of Agriculture amounting to 
$111,640; returned $72,799 to the school fund; 
enabled the Agriculture Department to spend 
$62,777 for blooded stallions to be distributed 
over the State, and allowed a surplus of $52,000 
more to be distributed to individual counties for 
any lawful expenditure. 

“This tax is now the equivalent of a general 
ad valorem tax on _  $130,000,000 worth of 
property;” Mr. Edwards continued, “is greater 
than the intangible oil tax, and one-third as great 
as the beer tax. It is a source of revenue the 
taxpayers are interested in and, in my opinion, 
the Legislature and Governor Ferguson were 
justified in enacting this bill.” 

Commissioner of Agriculture J. E. McDonald 
was the other luncheon speaker, telling principal- 
ly of the results of the race track tax in provid- 
ing stallions to build up the horse stock in Texas. 

“In following out this plan,’’ said Mr. McDon- 
ald, “the law incorporates an idea advocated for 
many years by one of the grand men of Texas, 
the late Col. Frank P. Holland. It will add mil- 
lions of dollars in value to our work animals in 
time to come. 

“Of the 254 counties of Texas, 241 have applied 
for animals under this law. We have total ap- 
plications of 1,100 and have already distributed 
150 stallions to 103 counties. I expect to purchase 
250 more from proceeds of race meets this fall 
and next spring.” 

Mr. McDonald announced that he had recently 
bought the grand champion jack General Linden, 
at the Tennessee State Fair, which will be shown 
in Dallas this week. He said nothing had been 
done for farmers of Texas in many years which 
they appreciated more than the purchase and dis- 
tribution of these fine animals for breeding 
purposes.

FAIR GROUNDS DATES 

FTER a conference with a committee of New 

Orleans citizens at Baltimore last week-end, 
Col. E. R. Bradley on Monday of this week an- 
nounced that there will be racing at the New 
Orleans Fair Grounds under the auspices of the 
Louisiana Jockey Club, beginning Sunday, Janu- 
ary 20. The meeting is scheduled for 44 days, 
making the last day March 10, but in the event 
of a good season, and with the approval of New 
Orleans business men, who have established a 
guarantee to the Louisiana Jockey Club, five 
days may be added to the program. No racing 
will be held on Mondays except March 4, the 
day before Mardi Gras. Colonel Bradley also an- 
nounced that John B. Campbell will be racing 
secretary and steward. Purses are to range up- 
ward from $400 for the cheaper platers. 

The committee had made a proposal of pur- 
chase of the plant, but the offer was not ac- 
ceptable to Colonel Bradley, who is the principal 
owner of the Louisiana Jockey Club stock, but 
the guarantee, said to be $50,000 in cash, was 
satisfactory, and so the meeting was announced. 
Out of New Orleans last Saturday came a dis- 
patch to the effect that the State law, enacted 


the publication of racing results and information, 
was declared invalid. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is in receipt of information 
from other sources to the effect that Senator 
Long has assured citizens of New Orleans that 
racing at the Fair Grounds will have the friend- 
ship of the Long political and administrative 
forces, regardless of the former feud between 
Senator Long and Col. John P. Sullivan, of New 
Orleans. 

Turner Clay Rush, of Lexington, inventor of the 
Lexington Barrier for starting from walking 
motion, has received word from Colonel Bradley 
that he intends to use the new device at the Fair 
Grounds and instructing him to prepare for its 
installation. Colonel Bradley financed the _ in- 
vention and Mr. Rush has perfected it to a high 
state of efficiency in operation. It seems the 
solution of starting difficulties when in the hands 
of a good starter. 

A statement made by Colonel Bradley at 
Laurel Park October 15 said, in part: 

The total distribution of purses and stakes 44 
days will approximate $175,000. The minimum purses 
will be at $400 each, and for’horses of the better class 
the purses will be at $600 each.

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SIRES OF JUVENILE WINNERS 

HE result of the Futurity usually settles the 

leadership among the sires of 2-year-old win- 
ners in respect to money won by their get, and 
this year is no exception. Chance Sun’s victory 
gave his sire, the young Fair Play stallion 
Chance Play, standing at Joseph E. Widener’s 
Elmendorf Farm, Lexington, a long lead in this 
department. Chance Shot’s brother, Chance Play, 
standing now at Robert L. Gerry’s Aknusti Stud 
at Delhi, N. Y., but a resident of Kentucky when 
his present 2-year-olds were sired, is third on the 
list, behind Chance Shot and the now dead Toro, 
as a result of Psychic Bid’s victories in the Hope- 
ful and other stakes. 

Wise Counsellor, however, has a long lead in 
the number of 2-year-old winners, and is also 
leading in number of races won by his get, al- 
though his margin over Cherokee and *Poly- 
melian is slight.
